But today pupils write their spelling

About four-fifths of the teachers of 


our public schools are women. They 
may be equal to men as teachers and 
probably many of them superior, 
"but," says one of our prominent 
educators, "it is a great misfortune if 
the boys should be committed alto- 
gether to teachers, the great majority 
of whom are women." 


The teaching of a portion of the 


Bible in different parts of our State, 
iu the schools, has caused consider- 
able controversy of a religious nature. 
Mauy people believe that the teacher 
is employed to instruct the pupils in- 
tellectually and not religiously. 


During my earlier educational ca- 


reer, the larger pupils of tbe school 
used the New Testament as a reader 
and there was no objection. This was 
Jn 1852. 


But things have changed since then. 


"In 1863 in resigning as teacher of a 
school in which the New Testament 
was no longer used as a reader, my 
successor was a lady who opened her 
school wild prayer and the result was 
that in less than a week, one-half of 
the pupils left the school in a body. 
It IB not necessary to go back many 
-yean to ttnd that out ancestors be- 
lieved in many things that tbe present 
generation discards. 
Today people 


Jive in a different age. 
They have 


educational advantages that our fore- 
lathers never had. Tbe world moved 
and the people move with it for better 
or worse. 


Many years ago when a man located 


in a community where the threat ma- 
jority of the people were Germane and 
he was able to read English, knew a 
little arithmetic, and was able to put 
a point to a quill, aud an expert at 
wielding a rod he was considered fully 
competent to teach a school. 


Since then 
these things have 


changed. An applicant for a school, 
if not known in the district in which 
be applies, must furnish letters of 
recommendation. 
These are often 


furnished by school boards where he 
had taught the previous term. 


Recommendations are easily secured 


even by teachers who did not render 
satisfaction where they had taught. 
Sometimes tbe teacher is recommend- 
ed as an excellent instructor by 
members of tbe board who refused to 
reappoint him. The teacher is reject- 
ed on account of a few kickers or a di- 
rector who may have an axe to grind. 


In taking charge of a school it has 


been my custom to take a number of 
my own books with me. Ihe books 
were always used by the pupils in 
preparina their work. In closing a 
term a few years ago the girls collect- 
ed my books and placed them on the 
teacher's desk, after wnich shutters 
and windows were secured, not be- 
cause of the books, but against intrud 
ere. in opening the school term, the 
cards scattered over the floor was aa 
indication that the room had been 
used by parties to play cards. 


The last time those books were seen 


by me was after tbe girls had placed 
them on the teacher's desk. Tbe value 
of the books was about $10. My in- 
tention was to go for the books a few 
days after echool term closed, but not 
doing so, it is my fault that they are 
gone.

Laird Family Reunion. 


Francis Laird Stewart of Marrys- 


vile, Allegheny county, Pa., visited Get- 
tysburg last week to identify the old 
Laird home, originally in Franklin 
township York county, now Butler 
township, AdamsCo. being the farm 
recently sold by Judge McClean as as- 
signee, to Henry Hart, on the Coue- 
wago Creek, adjoining Roth's now 
Sadler's mill property. 
The McCon- 


aughy family owned the mill property 
and the Lairds and McConaughys were 
Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterian 
neighbors 


on oppobite side of the creek, but with- 
in hailing distance from their porches. 
John Laird, the grandfather of Mr. 
Stewart's grandfather, Francis Laird, 
died in 1766, and was buried in the 
Marsh Creek Presbj terian Church- 
yard, his tombstone still remaining 
well marked. The Lairds and McCon- 
aughys were represented by sons in 
Dickinson College, oue of the Lairds 
being a tutor, and David McConaughy 
graduating in class of 1795 and taking 
the first honor, one of his classmates 
being John Kennedy, afterwards a Jus- 
tice ot the Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania, another, Roger B. Taney, after- 
wards Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. Dr. Mc- 
Conaughy became the pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church in Getysburgand 
afterwards President of Washington 
College, Pa. The Lairds 
emigrated 


from the County of Donegal in Ire- 
land. 
Mr. Stewart visited their de- 


scendants there last summer. The 
Stewarts trace their ancestry back to 
the Stuart line of kings and Mary, 
Queen of Scotts. Mr. Stewart was a 
teacher about fifty years ago in the 
Hunterstown Academy, when 
Rev. 


Hays was pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church there. A brother of Mr. Stew- 
art was in the battle of Gettysburg and 
it is proposed to have the next f am fly 
reunion of the Lairds and Stewarts 
here next September and to picnic on 
the grounds of the old ancestral Laird 
farm on the Conowago.
